Trum aos heart 
condition not good 
Apollo 17 on path for moon orbit 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) - The 
failing heart of Harry S Truman “ is 
showing the signs of considerable 
irritability and stress,” his doctors 
said today. The 88-year-old former 
president slept fitfully and was in 
critical condition. 
“ His heart condition is not as good 
this morning as we had hoped it 
would be,” said John Dreves, a 
R esearch 
Hospital 
spokesm an. 
“ President Truman has improved in 
som e 
a r e a s 
but 
shown 
no 
improvement in others.” 
Truman, weakened by age and 
l u n g 
i n f e c t i o n , 
w a s 
f e d 
intravenously. He was given oxygen 
to help him breathe. 
“ His heart is showing the signs of 
considerable 
irritab ility 
and 
stress,” Dreves said at a medical 
briefing. “ He remains in critical 
condition.” 
Physicians monitored Truman's 
heart 
constantly. 
They said 


recovery depended on whether his 
heart is strong enough to battle the 
complications of age and infection. 
T r u m a n ’ s 
vital 
s igns 
a r e 
“ relatively 
stable, 
though 
the 
temperature is fluctuating, but only 
slightly,” 
a 
hospital 
spokesman 
said. 
Doctors said the nation’s 33rd 
chief executive did not sleep well 
Thursday night and early today. 
They said his family was not notified 
of the restless night. 
Thursday, 
Truman had rallied 
from the lung and heart ailments 
that sent him to the hospital four 
days ago. 
M argaret Daniel, his 
daughter, said Truman smiled at 
her. 
“ He’s getting kind of contrary,” 
Mrs. Daniel said after leaving her 
father’s bedside and driving her 
mother, Mrs. Bess Truman, back to 
the family home at Independence, 
Mo., 15 m iles away. 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (UPI) 
— 
Firing 
their 
main spaceship 
engine for the first time, Apollo 17’s 
astronauts today steered away from 
a lunar collision course onto a safe, 
accurate 
path 
for 
a 
farewell 
rendezvous with the moon. 
“ Ho, 
ho, there we go,” said 
command module pilot Ronald E. 
Evans after the big powerplant fired 
a two-second burst 12.03 p.m. EST. 
Apollo 17 was more than halfway to 
the moon at the time. 


The maneuver added 7 miles an 
hour to the spaceship’s 2,766 mph 
speed. That was enough to switch 
Apollo 17 from a course that would 
have hit the moon to a path that will 
take the astronauts an estimated 61 
miles in front of the sphere when 
they brake into orbit. 
Evans, Eugene A. Cernan and 
Harrison H. “ Ja c k ” Schmitt were 
awakened at 9:33 a.m. 
to this 
comforting report from Robert A. 
Parker at earth control: “ You guys 


look absolutely super. No problem 
at all.” 
“ Nice way to wake up,” Cernan 
replied. 
The pilots reported getting good 
six to seven hour sleeps and Schmitt 
said, “ We all feel pretty good this 
morning.” Cernan took a nausea pill 
Thursday night to settle stomach 
gas and Schmitt earlier took two 
aspirin for a slight headache. 
The 52-ton spacecraft passed the 
midway mark between Earth and 


moon at 6:36 a.m. EST with the 
moon 132,005 miles ahead. It was the 
last such trip for Americans this 
decade, possibly this century. 
Today was a busy day for the 
spacemen. After a midday course 
adjustment to put them on a heading 
for lunar orbit, the pilots planned to 
open the hatch leading to their lunar’ 
ship Challenger and make sure it 
was set for a landing Monday in a 
fascinating moon valley. They swing

The U. S. diplomat arrived first at 
the villa and when Tho arrived 
accompanied by his aide, Xuan 
Thuy, the American walked down 
the steps, shook hands with both, 
and escorted them into the house.

The newspaper Le Monde said 
there were indications the political 
solution already had been reached 
and the negotiators were discussing 
application of the peace accord In a 
separate dispatch from Saigon, Le 
Monde said “ a cease-fire might be 
announced in the coming days.”

NEW YORK (UPI > - Life magazine, pioneer weekly in photojournalism 
in the United States, will suspend publication with the year-end double issue 
dated Dec 29, it was announced today. 
Continuing losses were given as the reason for the dem ise of the weekly 
that began publication in 1936. 
The suspension of publication was announced by Hedley Donovan, editor- 
in-chief of Time Inc., and Andrew Heiskeli, chairman of the board. 
The two executives said that Life ran up "very substantial deficits in 1969 
and 1970 and sm aller deficits in 1971 and 1972. 
“ As our projections for 1973 took shape, however, it showed a resumption 
of heavy losses and the indication for 1974 were even more unfavorable, 
their announcement said. 
“ The immediate Life staff numbers 320 people, and approximately 350 
more elsewhere in Time Inc. are employed in publishing Life,” the 
statement said “ An employment committee has been formed to provide 
assistance in placing as many employees as possible in Time Inc. and

“ What it reflects is the tying in of 
additional information about these and 
other events,’’ Guy said. “ We’ve now been 
able to tie them all into this conspiracy and 
we now have four additional defendants 
that were materially involved.’’ 


Arm y drug epidemic spreading 


WASHINGTON 
(U P I) 
-T h e 
drug 
epidemic that once raged through U S 
forces in Vietnam has now hit Army units 
in Europe with every indication the threat 
will worsen before it gets better, Pentagon 
officials say. 


Unannounced urine tests of troops in 
Europe show 3.8 per cent of the men using 
drugs in October compared to fewer than 1 
per cent a year ago, according to official 


Pentagon figures. In Vietnam the results 
have reversed, with drug users detected 
falling to 1.5 per cent in October from the 
record high of 5.6 per cent a year ago. 


Officials also said another indication of 
the success of the program in Vietnam is 
that not one of the users detected in the 
past few months has been an addict. In the 
first half of 1971 almost two-thirds were 
addicts. 
“ Now, 
with 
unannounced 
urinalysis 
tests, we are reaching the men before they 
can get addicted,” said Army Maj. Gen. 
John 
K. 
Singlaub, 
deputy 
assistant 
secretary of defense in charge of drug and 
alcohol abuse programs. 
But in Europe, and especially West 
Germany where most American troops are 
stationed, an epidemic is approaching.

Es verdaderamente lamentable el que aun en estos 
tiempos el individuo de origen latino no trate, por lo menos; 
de adaptarse a la cultura y costumbres del pais donde vive, 
ya que residiendo aqui; es de suma importancia entender y 
aceptar lo antes dicho. Diremos que un porcentaje bastante 
elevado de mexico-americanos o de mexicanos que 
emigran, quieren por fuerza seguir cargando con el mismo 
sistema con que a ellos los crearon o educaron cuando eran 
ninos, a sabiendas de que aquello no deberia de haber sido 
asi. Sin embargo, y reconociendo el mal que a ellos les 
hizieron, siguen reflejando en sus propios hijos su misma 
vida y cultura, y la que va muy fuera de tono con el sistema 
de educación que se imparte en este pais al nino 
americano; y aun que nos duela decirlo, dicho nino tiene 
mas libertad y confianza para expresarse delante de sus 
padres sin el temor a que se le juzgue de irrespetuoso o de 
mal hijo. 
Desafortunadamente, y para perjuicio de la juventud 
mexicana, los adultos siguen caminando por los mismos 
extremos que siempre han arrastrado, y los que son tan 
malo el uno como el otro. El primero ha sido siempre el 
sentirse avergonzado de su origen y el que los hace 
retirarse de toda actividad social. El otro error o extremo, 
es el que generalmente comete el mexicano que emigra; y 
el que al sentar sus reales en este pais, trata por todos los 
medios; de demostrar a sus hermanos de raza y a sus 
propios hijos que el sigue siendo “MUY MACHO’’ en todo 
sentido. Pero al llegarse la hora de la verdad, se encuentra 
conque ni el mexico-americano ni el emigrado se han 
ocupado de lo mas importante, o sea el investigar para el 
bien de su familia, cual es la verdadera situación que existe 
dentro del medio educativo en este pais; o cual sera el 
camino propio a seguir para dar una mejor educación a sus 
hijos. Si dicha investigación no se hace, el nino o el joven es 
el que paga las consecuencias de los extremos inadecuados 
en que los padres quieren seguir viviendo, mientras los 
jovenes se debaten en una visible confusión. En la escuela, 
por ejemplo; es un lugar propio para ver el descontrol en 
que vive el jovenoito mexicano, ya que este ve casi con 
envidia, como el nino americano tiene el valor de hablar o 
discutir lo que ere y sabe que son sus derechos, sin 
embargo; el nino mexicano quiere y tiene el impulso de 
hablar, de discutir, pero no se atreve porque a “el” solo le 
han ensenado sus padres a que baje la cabeza y solo 
obedezca. Con esa forma de educación, lo único que se 
logra es la separación intima que debe de existir entre 
padres e hijos. 
Como todos sabemos, en los últimos tiempos ha sido 
necesario que en las escuelas se adapten programas como 
un medio de prevenir a la juventud sobre el peligro que 
existe en el uso de drogas o enfermedades venereas; sin 
embargo, en la mayoria de los hogares latinos, los padres 
no permiten a sus hijos que al llegar de la escuela hagan 
comentarios con ellos sobre las películas que les exiben ya 
sea sobre drogas o sexo. Esto ultimo, es lo que mas 
hipócritamente asusta a los padres, y hay de aquel hijo o 
hija que se atreva a preguntar el porque de esto, o el porque 
de aquello, cosa, que según los “papas” los hijos no deben 
de saber. Pero si el hijo es de armas tomar, se rebela y 
hasta exige que se le conteste a sus preguntas; pero EL 
JEFASO de la casa por toda contestación golpea al 
muchacho y a gritos le dice que ya aprendió las malas 
costumbres de los “gabachos” quienes a nadie respetan, o 
como el hijo del vecino que platica con su padre como si los 
dos fueran iguales. 
Natural es que a los hijos de dichos padres maldicientes y 
retrogados, ya no les extrañe ni el que se les niegue 
entendimiento, ni mucho menos oir a cada paso aquello de 
“nosotros lo sabemos todo, la juventud de estos dias no 
sabe respetarnos como sus padres que somos.” Pero la 
verdad es que . . . son los padres los que tampoco han 
ensenado o dado a sus hijos la confianza para que se les 
considere antes que como padres; como el amigo, como el 
hermano mayor que lo sacarla de sus dudas, o como el Tio 
Abuelo que lo llevarla por el mejor de los caminos. Todo 
esto nos lleva a lo que se dice al principio de esta columna, 
o sea a la falta de voluntad del mexicano para adaptarse y 
aceptar la educación y costumbres de la tierra donde ha 
nacido o a donde ha emigrado con el fin de superarse; pero 
para comenzar, tal parece que el emigrante al llegar a los 
Estados Unidos, lo que mas ambiciona es regresar a su 
tierra con un paquete de dolares y con una docena de hijos 
que lo único que aprendieron en este pais fue sentir en 
carne propia las humillaciones intencionadas por parte de 
capataces (mexico-americanos) que sin ningún escrúpulo 
cooperan con los rancheros para explotar al emigrado.

Housewife finds body 


BELFAST (UPI) —A housewife returning home from a 
shopping trip Thursday found the body of a building 
contractor jammed into a box in a truck in a heavily 
Protestant neighborhood, the 107th victim this year of what 
police called a new wave of murder inspired by religious 
rivalries. 
Police said Ernest Elliot, 28, was tortured then shot. He 
was the sixth person to die in six days and the 655th victim 
in more than three years of political and religious strife in 
Northern Ireland. 
The toll in sectarian violence this year includes 70 Roman 
Catholics and 37 Protestants. Police said Elliot was Prote­ 
stant. Other victims in the past six days included three 
Protestants and two Roman Catholics. 
Elliott’s death came one day after William Whitelaw, 
secretary of state for Northern Ireland, appealed to the 
public to help track down “these psychopathic killers.’’ 


Papers prove cheating? 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) —A leader of the protest 
occupation of the Bureau of Indian Affairs headquarters 
last month said Thursday documents taken from the offices 
indicate the government had cheated tribes out of millions 
of dollars. 
“It may even be in the billions,” said Russell Means, 
founder of the activist American Indian Movement and 
national coordinator of the Trail of Broken Treaties 
Caravan. 
The Sioux Indian told a news conference that the 
documents carried out of the BIA during the six-day 
takeover showed that virtually all of the 191 tribal 
reservations had been affected by the bureau’s alleged 
failure to enforce reservation right-of-way agreements. 
He claimed the agreements, dating back to 1934, provided 
that power companies were to pay $5 per 10 feet of 
easement for the benefit of Indians. 
“We intend to take some state governments to court for 
those back taxes,” Means said. 


Store will not be prosecuted 


NEW YORK (UPI) -L ast Sunday, a policeman walked 
into an Alexander’s department store and handed the 
manager a summons charging tl№ store with violating 
Sunday blue laws against sale of goods. 
The Bronx store actually had opened especially to serve 
old and crippled people who could not cope with the normal 
Christmas rush It was a nonprofit affair, with clerks 
donating their time and the store donating gifts to indivi­ 
duals and any profits to the institutions they came from. 
Thursday, City Corporation Counsel Norman Redlich an­ 
nounced that charges will not be pressed for violating the 
blue laws, which prohibit the Sunday sale of virtually every­ 
thing except perishable food 
The store had been operating lawfully, he said, because 
the law makes an exception for stores which open on 
Sundays to conduct “works of necessity and charity.”

Suspects may be linked to national scheme 


Criminal complaints filed against four 
young Santa Barbarans earlier this week, 
charging 
them 
with 
filing 
fraudulent 
insurance loss claim s, may only represent 
the “ tip of an iceberg,” according to Santa 
Barbara D istrict Attorney David Minier. 
Santa 
Barbara 
police 
detectives, 
in 
cooperaton with insurance investigators 
and other law enforcem ent agencies, now 
have indications that the four are m em bers 
of a self-described “com m ittee’’ which has 
collected thousands of dollars in insurance 
claim s 
based 
upon 
phoney 
losses, 
in 
locations as far flung as Paris and Zurich, 
Minier said today. 
The four defendants. Roland Vickery, 23, 


Charles Smead III, 26, Jeffrey Ashworth, 
22, and Paulette Sfetku, 20, appeared in 
Santa Barbara Municipal Court this week 
and entered not guilty pleas to felony 
charges relating to three allegedly false 
insurance claim s filed in Septem ber and 
October. A preliminary hearing on the 
com plaints has been scheduled for Dec. 18. 


Minier 
revelaed 
today 
that

thick 
looseleaf notebook, found in the apartm ent 
of one of the defendants, contains what 
may be a detailed accounting of the group’s 
illegal activities. The Notebook, Minier 
said, 
has

insurance companies, and even contains a 


“ profit 
and 
loss” 
statem ent 
for each 
company The four defendants, who refer 
to their group as “com m ittee.” may have 
already collected over $36,000 as the result 
of fraudulent insurance claim s.

involve the filing of approximately $8,500 of 
fraudulent 
claim s with three different 
insurance companies, alleging fictitious 
thefts

Minier said that the procedure usually 
followed by the defendants was to rent an

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Can Braves overcome inexperience? 
Lompoc matmen: challenge 
Sports News

The last five years, the league 
championship wrestling trophy has 
iosided 
peacefully 
and 
securely 
here in the Lompoc Valley. 
The Lompoc Braves won the title 
in 1968 and again in ‘69, then shared 
the crown with Cabrillo in 70 The 
< onqs took over from there, winning 
the last two championships, with the 
Braves breathing ever close on their 
heels. 
Will the title remain in the Valley 
this season? Will the Braves rise up 
to 
re-capture 
the 
trophy 
from 
Cabrillo? These and other questions 
will begin to be answered next week 
when the Northern 
League dual­ 
meet action kicks off. 
Lompoc’s Jerry Hamstad, now in 
his 11th year as head wrestling 
coach, is guardedly optimistic about 
his teams chances. 
“ We should be able to hold our 


own against any of the league 
team s,” he predicts. “ Santa Maria 
should be the favorite on the basis of 
what 
they 
have 
back. 
Arroyo 
Grande will be real tough. Cabrillo 
has a lot back. It looks like a four- 
team race.” 
And as if that weren't enough 
competition, Hamstad adds as an 
afterthought, “ Righetti has a new 
coach from Cal Poly. They could be 
a surprise.” 
Lompoc’s main stumbling block is 
lack of experience. Wrestling, as 
Hamstad maintains, is not a sport 
that can be learned overnight. So an 
experienced wrestler is harder to 
replace than, say, an experienced 
baseball player. The Braves have 
lost 
six 
letterm en 
through 
graduation and transfers, and three 
more for various other reasons, 
from last year’s 9-1 team. 


That means that of the 13 spots in 
the Lompoc lineup, nine will be 
manned by relatively inexperienced 
wrestlers. 
“ But,” says, Hamstad, “ We have 
some real fine wrestlers. They need 
some 
experience, 
a 
couple 
of 
tournaments, but 1 think we’ll have 
a real fine team .” 
The Braves will have a couple of 
tournaments to gain some needed 
mat time. They jump into the 
gruelling, 
16-team Morro 
Bay 
Tourney tomorrow then rest three 
days before hosting the dreaded 
Arroyo Grande Eagles in the league 
dual meet opener Wednesday. 
Nearly 
80 boys, half of them 
freshmen, turned out for the first 
Lompoc 
wrestling practice 
on

Another look 


When is a landslide not a landslide? 
Well, when you start pushing the figures 
around, and look at them from inside out 
and upside down. 
Judging from a spate of post-election 
letters to the New York Times, a lot of 
people were less than impressed by 
President Nixon’s showing. 
Sure, says one writer, 521 electoral 
College votes for Richard Nixon and only 
17 
for 
George 
McGovern 
was 
a 
blockbusting victory on the basis of states. 
But few people seem to reflect, he says, 
that four out of 10 voters cast their ballots 
for McGovern. If only one out of 10 votes 
had been switched, the popular count 
would have been even. 
Another writer agrees. The true reality, 
he says, is 30 million against 45 million, not 
521 against 17. The “ reality” becomes 
even “ truer” when you chew on this 
thought he offers: Each vote cast for the 
challenger to an incumbent president 
“ weighs on the sociopolitical scale more 
than a vote for the incumbent.” 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 


How about this? says another. The 
deficit in the Democratic vote between 
1968 and 1972 was less than 6 per cent. In 
many key industrial states, it was only 2 to 
3 percent. So much, he says, for the 
alleged 
“ m assive” 
defection 
of 
Democrats to the Republican side. 
If this doesn’t impress you, still another 
writer points out that the percentage of 
total 
eligible 
voters who 
actually 
participated in the 1972 election was about 
55.35 per cent, the lowest since 1948. (In 
the 
recent 
German 
elections, 
by 
comparison, 91.2 percent of the eligible 
voters turned out.) 
If we multiply 55.35 by President Nixon’s 
61 per cent margin, says this observer, we 
get 33.7 percentage of the eligible 1972 
vote. In other words, two thirds of the 
eligible voters either did not vote or voted 
for George McGovern. 
Is 33.7 per cent a “ landslide” ? he asks. 
Hardly, he answers. 
Kind of makes you begin to wonder if 
Mr. Nixon will have the nerve to show up 
for his inauguration on Jan. 20.

Macy’s basement only doubled and 
redoubled in the Christmas spree. 
The range of what you can buy in 
the bazaar is measured only by 
money. Tiffany’s has a lovely ring 
with an emerald-cut diamond at 
$259,000 and for bargain hunters 
there is a marauise diamond at 
$145,000 
Way 
down 
the 
scale 
Tiffany’s offers a silver gadget to 
fasten on your belt to hold your golf 
tees 
at 
$6 50 
(engraving 
$1.50 
additional). 
Across the avenue is VanCleef and 
Arpels where the atmosphere is 
hushed and the prices of those 
emeralds and cabchon rubies are 
discreetly murmured as though it 
were slightly vulgar to speak of 
price. Nearby is Harry Winston, 
diamonds, looking as chaste in a 
little three-story temple all its own 
as though it were the Morgan 
Guaranty Bank. 
New York, it has often been said, 
is a city for the very rich and the 
very poor. One out of every six 
individuals is on relief despite 
strenuous efforts of the city to cut 
down the burden 
You would never 
know this in the glittering center 
with 
Christm as 
decorations 
festooned on every store front. 
Heavy rains in late November and 
December depressed sales so that 
the next seasonal gain in New 
York s department stores was well 
below that of the nationwide chains: 
Penney, Sears, Woolworth, and the 
others. 
But a spell of fine, mild weather is 
bringing out the shoppers in such 
numbers as to hopefully raise the 
average well above past years. And 
it is all here in this bazaar

wherewithal and the discriminating 


taste for the rare and the exotic.

WASHINGTON — On December 
19, several members of the Auto 
Club of New York will show up for 
their 
annual 
meeting 
to 
ask 
questions 
which 
the 
club’s 
entrenched 
management 
would 
prefer not to hear. At last year’s 
meeting, 
a 
member’s questions 
about how the club was run were 
brushed off. 
Other members are 
trying to find out 
more 
about 
an 
insurance 
agency 
which several dir­ 
ectors and top exec­ 
utives of this non­ 
profit club run on 
the side that sells 
auto insurance to 
club members. 
Similar experiences by members 
of other auto clubs around the 
country have only intensified a 
mounting 
challenge 
to 
the 
autocracy, policies and practices of 
the self-perpetuating managers and 
directors of these AAA-affiliated 
clubs. 
These 
challenges 
are 
becoming more organized and are 
finding their way into the courts. 
The stakes for the public interest 
are large. What these 235 motor 
clubs do and do not do with the dues 
of 15 million members is of great 
consequences to auto and highway 
safety, air pollution, mass transit, 
insurance 
reform 
and 
other 
consumer services such as travel, 
restaurants and motels. Most AAA 
club members are not aware that 
their clubs can do much more for 
them than an occasional tow, maps 
and triptiks. 
With few exceptions, however, 
motor club managements are part 
of the highway lobby whose officials 
frequently interlock through club 
directorships. These club managers 
and directors are more interested in 
selling auto insurance and pursuing 
allied 
business 
interests 
than 
pushing for such objectives as safer 
cars and lower repair costs. Indeed 
the national AAA bureaucrats in 
Washington closely collaborate with 
oil, auto, tire, cement and asphalt 
interests (collectively known as the 
“ road 
gang” ) 
and 
criticize 
or 
oppose 
co n su m er 
and 
environmental groups. It took a 
personal appeal by Senator Warren 
Magnuson (D, Wash.) in 1966 for the 
AAA reluctantly to come out in 
support of the auto safety law. Since 
then they have done nothing but 
obstruct or ridicule its application. 
Although bloated with riches, the 
national 
American 
Automobile 
Association has had no technical 
staff to monitor the federal agencies 
so that they issue and enforce strong 
pollution and auto safety standards. 
The one person they recently hired 
to work on the auto safety agency is 
working to defeat the promising air 
bag system which even General 
Motors President Ed Cole favors. 
Ridden with secrecy about their 
operations and expenditures, the 
clique that controls the national 
AAA 
is 
more 
reactionary 
and 
autocratic than General Motors. 
Here are some examples of how 
some large AAA-affiliated motor 
clubs behave. In the early Sixties, 
the 
Auto 
Club 
of 
New 
York 
discovered that its car fleet was 
equipped with unsafe tires. The tire 
company 
replaced 
the 
tires, 
privately admitting their unsafe 
design 
But the New York club 
refused to warn its own members 
about this hazardous tire brand in its 
newsletter. 
Two giant California AAA clubs 


led the fight in 1970 against a 
proposed 
state 
constitutional 
amendment 
which 
would 
have 
allowed 
the 
use 
of 
a 
small 
percentage of gasoline taxes for air 
pollution 
and 
mass 
transit 
development. 
Of 
the 
$330,000 
provided by the highway lobby to 
successfully 
overwhelm 
the 
proposal 
through 
a 
deceptive 
billboard 
and 
media campaign, 
$45,000 came from the two motor 
clubs 
and 
th eir 
insurance 
companies. Embattled citizens and 
bipartisan 
community 
leaders 
favoring the proposal had less than 
$25,000 with which to inform the 
voters. 


A group of Southern California 
members, outraged over the club’s 
use of their money, decided to wage 
a proxy challenge at the next 
election of club directors. The club 
spent about $100,000 of its members’ 
money on three full-time employees 
and 1.6 million mail pieces to obtain 
management 
proxies. 
But 
the 
challengers were refused access to 
the membership list until a Los 
Angeles court ordered the club to 
make it available. 
Likewise, 
the 
Auto 
Club 
of 
Michigan 
refused 
to 
permit 
a 
reform group the right to see 
membership lists to solicit support 


for reform candidates for directors. 
The club after being taken to court, 
loosened its bylaws. Now anyone 
who wants to nominate a director 
must get 5,000 signatures — anyone 
that 
is, 
except 
the 
incumbent 
directors 
who 
need 
only 
15 
signatures! 
In Chicago, members interested 
in more democratic procedures 
asked to see their own club’s bylaws 
and other documents to determine 
their rights as members. Club 
officials retained the politically 
powerful and expensive Chicago law 
firm of Kirkland, Ellis to block in 
court 
this elementary right of 
members. 
The winds of change are blowing, 
however, not only from membership 
challenges but from the example of 
the expanding Missouri Auto Club 
which provides diagnostic services 
for members’ vehicles and engages 
in various progressive consumer 
practices. 
If more members organized to 
demand information, attend annual 
meetings and systematically push 
for judicial and legislative reform, 
motor clubs would more likely 
become active in furthering auto 
safety, 
pollution 
control, 
mass 
transit and integrity in the auto 
repair and insurance services.

We don’t like to be reminded of it 
but 
the 
recent 
cold 
mornings 
brought it to our memory. We 
write of this time last year, a 
memorable but most uncomfortable 
period of our newspaper life.
